H e Mid tb at no man could 
ppose that the descendant* uf men 
who in 1776 complained of the appoint­ 
m ent of their officials by others than 
vea would loug Ire content with 
traent of th e ir affairs aa territo­ 
rial and colonial. 
W e should remember 
who those people were and who inhab­ 
ited thia Tsrritury of D akota 
They 
had been until lately cilixcue of the sev­ 
eral States and bad exercised all the 
privileges of citizenship. 
T hey there­ 
fore knew how valuable waa tbe privi­ 
lege of citizenship. 
Harrison spoke of 
the immense products of the T erritory 
last year and of th e general thrift of its 
people, and continued: 
“ How coalil 
we justify ourselves in deuying to a 
people capable of auch rapid and pros 
pt-roua development the right to admis- 
aion a. a Btato. 
They were people 
largely made up of brave men, who had 
fougbi iu the Union armies, having by 
their service iu these armies given perpe­ 
tuity to tbe institutions of tbia govern­ 
m ent. 
That fact 
may 
acoouut for 
Ibcir discontent with tbeir present po­ 
litical condition. 
Dakota had by its 
proposed Constitution made ampio pro­ 
vision for perpetuating tbe m aintenance 
of public schools, and bad mode a com­ 
pact with tb e United .States forever se­ 
curing religious liberty to nil residents. 
Tbe S tate of South Dakota liad made 
herseif fully and lawfully ready and now 
stood at tbe door of Congress asking for 
admission to tb e Union. 
B utler asked H arrison to give tb e 
names of the States on whose oases be 
relied as precedente for tbe method of 
admission proposed in tbe case of Da­ 
kota.
